They were led to believe that the 
specifications were such as to in­ 
sure a good, substantial street, and 
that their interests would be pr o ­ 
tected by a contract and bond that 
required the contractor to keep the 
street in good condition for five 
years. 
They paid the heavy tax-biils, 
only to find that the street was not 
what they had been assured it would 
be. 
At this time,and for months past, 
Third street has been in anything 
but 
a 
first-class condition. 
The 
defects in 
construction 
have be­ 
come too painfully apparent, and it 
stands today a monument to show 
how property owners are burdened 
with bills for 
poorly 
constructed 
public works. 
The time for which the c o n tra c ­ 
tor agreed to maintain the street in 
proper condition has almost expir­ 
ed, and, if any steps are to be taken 
to 
protect 
the 
property owners, 
proceedings must be begun at once. 
The council owes it to the pr o p­ 
erty owners along this street to do 
all in Mts power to make the co n ­ 
tractor repair and remedy, as far as 
possible, the defects now so plainly 
to be seen, and to recover the full­ 
est measure of damages that can be 
secured. 
It may be urged that nothing can 
be recovered on the bond. 
This 
may be true; but possibly the c o n ­ 
tractor himself can be reached. 
Even, however, if nothing 11 re­ 
covered, the publicity and the ex ­ 
posure of the defects may save some 
other community from undergoing 
the same costly and annoying ex­ 
perience. 
The property owners paid their 
money in good faith, and, even if 
they cannot get value in the shape 
of a good street, they should have 
the 
consolation of 
knowing that 
their experience served as a w arn­ 
ing to some other community. 
Let the council direct the legal 
talent of the city to the task of d is­ 
covering 
some process by which 
the contractor can be compelled to 
put Third street in good condition, 
or make it so hot for him that he 
will have to quit the street paving 
business. 
Then take each defective street 
in turn and give contractors to un ­ 
derstand that when property owners 
are compelled to pay special tax 
bills they shall have their m o n e y ’s 
worth of good street in return.

Here it is 
in her own words: 
‘ ‘I will give you a true account of 
my 
adventures on my trip 
from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburg. 
In the 
first place, 
I had to work for ray 
living, and, having no trade, I did 
what are called odd jobs, 
working 
occasionally in the mills in Phila­ 
delphia. 
M y grandma, who lives 
in Leetsdale, wanted me, for good 
reasons, to live with her.
